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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1, line 14, delete --30 degrees F-- and replace with --16 degrees C-. 
In claim 20, line 13, -30 degrees F- and replace with -16 degrees C-. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
amendments made to the claims filed 1/21/08 overcome the prior art and upon further 
search and consideration no other prior art anticipates or suggests fairly the 
combination of structural elements as instantly claimed. More specifically the prior art of 
record fails to teach a solvent cleaning process of cleaning a non-aqueous solvent used 
in dry cleaning for fabrics, the dry cleaning process including a basic solvent refining 
cycle and a second solvent fraction wherein either a first reduction of temperature of the 
solvent is done below 0 degrees C and then passing the cooling solvent through a 
cross-flow membrane filter or the first advanced solvent refining cycle comprising a step 
of low temperature evaporation of the second solvent fraction at a temperature at least 
16 degrees C below a flash point of the solvent in combination with Applicant's claims.
